As of July 1 , 2007, the units and properties of the California State Park System were operated through 25 dis- 
tricts. The majority of the units are managed by 20 districts, identified on the map by name and with their land 
area shown in specific colors. The eight State Vehicular Recreation Area units are managed through five Off 
Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation Districts, the unit-specific locations of which are indicated on the map by 
their names alone, using a typeface smaller than that used for the names of the other districts.
